SBES PERIL 10. ROOSEVELT. 


Dr. Egan Urges Abandonment of 


Visit to Fever Belt. 


REVIEWS DANGERS OF TRIP. 


Secretary of Illinois Health Board 
Says Even Nation Is Menaced. 


Springfield, I1)., Sept. 26.—[{Special.]—Dr. 
J. A. Egan, secretary of the Hlinois board of 
health, has written to Secretary Probst of the 
American Public Health association at Bos- 
ton urging that organization to appeal io 
President Roosevelt to abandon his proposed 
trip to New Orleans on Oct.’ 24, because of 
the danger from yellow fever. In the letter 
Dr. Egan says: 

“I must confess absolute astonishment 
that any assurances of the future condition 
of the city can be so optimistically foretold 
under the existing circumstances. When we 
consider the history of epidemics it is re- 
markable indeed that such records for the 
early months of yellow fever should be ac- 
cepted as In any way encouraging. 

Season Not Alwaye Safe. 

“The history of yellow fever in the south 
clearly Indicates that the number of cases in 
September is no index of the spread of the 
disease later in the season. August and early 
September have, as a rule, been merely the 
initial months of the yellow fever epidemics. 

“The seriousness of the situation is not 
appreciated at first sight. A visit by the 
chief executive of the nation to a state in 
which a communicable and deadly disease 
rages uncontrolled entails dangers not onlv 
to the president individually but to the 
nation as a whole. Aside from the govern- 
mental disruption invariably occasioned by 
the death of a president, we must consider 
the dangers to which others are subjected 
in the performance of their duty by thie 
unnecessary trip. 


Many Citizens Imperilled. 


* In addition to this it must be appreciated 
that the visit of the president will cause the 
entrande into the infected territory of many 
hundreds of unacclimated persons, who will 
be attracted by his presence, many of whom 
will subject themselves to possible infection 
from this fatal disease in the false sense 
of security which ill advised assuraices to 
the president have occasioned. 

** Regardless of the disposition of the va- 
rious state healt.. officials it is questionable 
whether the president of the United {tates 
should take advantage of any special con- 
cessions which might be made to him. It Is 
questionable, further, whether In so doing he 
would not weaken the defenses which the 
people have established for their own pro- 
tection. Exceptions made in his case would 
constitute merely one of the inconsistencies 
invariably destructive to an efficient and 
conscientious quarantine seryvice.’’ 


Refuses to Name Committee. 

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 26.—-The cotton ex- 
change today refused to name a committee 
to represent that body with committees from 
other commercial bodies in receiving the 
president next month. The reason given ts 
the body is purely commercial and has noth- 
ing to do with politics or social matters.

TYPHOON SWEEPS MANILA; 
8,000 NATIVES HOMELESS. 


Tkhilippine Capital Devastated by Furi- 
ous Storm, Which Demolishes Hun- 
dreds of Buildings. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, Sept. 27, 10 a. m.—The typhoon 
which swept over Manila yesterday after- 
noon at a velocity of 105 miles an hour de- 
molished hundreds of buildings in the native 
quarters, and 8,000 natives are homeless. 

Police stations and government buildings 
sheltered and fed 5,000 last night and the 
churches 3,000 more. Two hundred Filipinos 
wereinjured. Ten were killed. 

Hundreds of stone and wooden buildings, 
includimg two churches and a hotel, were un- 
roofed. The native districts of the city were 
half swept away. 

The typhoon at 7:30 p. m. came to an end. 
Gangs of men are engaged in clearing the 
streets today. All business is suspended.

JAP ENVOY SAYS G00D-BY 


BARON KOMURA STARTS FOR 
TOKIO THIS MORNING. 


Mikado’s Peace Agent, in Farewell 
Interview, Expresses Deep Grati- 
tude for His Reception in United 
States—Deciares Japan Has Secured 
a Well Recognized Position in the 
Far East, but Will Make No — 
in Foreign Policy. 


New York, Sept. 26.—Baron Komura, the 


| Japanese peace envoy, who will start for 


home tomorrow morning, expressed in an 
interview tonight his deep gratitude for the 
many courtesies and kindnesses extended to 
him during his visit and commending high- 
ly President Roosevelt's successful efforts in 
bringing the representatives of Japan and 
Russia together. The baron said: 

** Availing myself of this occasion, I deem it 
fit that I should express my highest apprecia- 
tion of the disinterested, energetic, and un- 
remitting efforts of the president in the suc- 
cessful initiation and consummation of peace, 
and to him humanity owes a debt of deep 
gratitude. 

Jepan’s Policy Unchanged. 

* As the result of the war Japan undoubted- 
ly will secure a well recognized position in 
the far east. I have, however, no hesitation 
in affirming that there will be no break in 
the continuity of Japan’s foreign policy. 
Steadily and firmly adhering to the policy of 
peaceful expansion in commerce and in- 
dustry, Japan will devote all her energies 
with renewed vigor to the development of her 
national resources. 

“She will continue, as in the past, scrupu- 
lously to respect the acquired rights and 
legitimate interests of the powers in the far 
east: nor will shel attempt to interfere in 
the least with the logical and legitimate de- 
velopments of those interests. 


Counts on American Support. 

“In her pursuit of commercial and indus- 
trial expansion Japan wil] count upon the co- 
operation of the United States, whose inter- 
ests in the far east are completely identical 
with her own, and whose traditional friend- 
ship for Japan has found fresh confirmation 
in the appreciative and sympathetic attitude 
maintained by the American people through- 
out the tremenc us struggle in which Japan 
has been engaged.” 

Baron Komurta and his party will leave 
this city tomorrow morning for Montreal, 
where they will proceed to Vancouver over 
the Canadian Pacific Mne. .wue party will 
sail for Japan Oct. 2.

The program also advocates the principle 
of representation on a national and not on a 
Class basis, the election of representatives 
being by universal and direct suffrage.

Russia to Borrow $175,0000,000. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 26.—Russia will 
borrow at once $175,000,000. The loan will 
be taken by a syndicate of Paris and Berlin 
bankers, and the preliminary arrangements, 
it is stated, practically have been completed.

Universal Peace, Says Dilke.

VIENNA, Sept. 26.—Baron Fojervary, for- 
mer Hungarian prime minister, arrived here 
this evening to confer with the emperor- 
king as to the next steps to be taken. Re- 
ports credit his majesty with the intention 
of appointing an absolutist-clerical cabinet 
under Count Zichy, excluding the coalition- 
ists from office.

When the lower house of the Austrian 
diet reassembled today the opening moments 
were marked by a tumultuous social 
democratic demonstration against the pre- 
mier, Baron Gautsch von Frankenthurn, 
who has incurred the wrath of the social 
democrats by his attitude on the question 
of electoral reform. He advised the em- 
peror to refuse to consent to the introduc- 
tion of universal suffrage in Hungary.

He Preaches Noninterference. 

The premier ultimately succeeded in ob- 
taining a hearing and reminded the house 
of the government’s promise to faithfully 
execute its agreements with Hungary pro- 
vided the latter fulfilled her part, especially 
as to the continuance and completion with- 
in the stated time of the commercial treaty 
negotiations. Should Hungary not agree to 
the Austrian views on this point the gov- 
ernment would take steps for the protection 
of Austrian interess. 

The premier further declared that an iIn- 
correct view had been taken of his attitude 
towards universal suffrage for Hungary. He 
said he made a principle of not interfering 
in the internal affairs of Hungary: 

There had been no change in the govern- 
ment’s political line.of action, he said, and 
at the right time he would introduce a bill 
dealing with the question of the language to 
be used in the Hungarian army.

MORTON FINDS SPECULATORS AP- 
PROPRIATED PROFITS. 


Chairman’s Expert Acceuntants Dis- 
cover Hidden Recoris Showing 
That Altheugh Big Sums Were 
Made in Syndicate Transactions, 
Often These Whe Participated Re- 
turned to the Society’s Treasury 
Only Momeys They Had Risked.

New. York, Sept. 26.—[Special. Ae eB 


Paul Morton of the Equitable announced to- 
day that he had substantial proof that 
moneys which the society “* might." have re- 
ceived never were turned into its treasury. 

Although he did not say so, he refers to the 
profits which the Equitable should have re- 
ceived from certain syndicate transactions 
divulged at the last hearing of the Arm- 
strong legislativé investigating o@mmittee. 
It was shown that the Equitable had received 
participations in many syndicates. through 
the Mercantile Trust company, and through 
organizations known as “ Louts Fitzgerald 
and associates,”’ and “ George H. Squire and 
associates.”’ 

The entries are not made in the books of the 
society. In many instances they were cred- 
ited to the account kept in the name of one 
of the officers as trustee. The officer it was 


+ said today, was George H. Squire, until last 


year manager. 
Expect Sensational Disclosures. 

The opinion was expressed today that in 

this trustee account the investigating com- 


mittee may have struck a trail that will lead 
to sensational disclosures. The present man- 


| agement of the Equitable has not been able 


as yet to get a list of the payments made by 
the trustee of the account. 

Mr. Morton’s remarks in regard to the sie 
ing profits were made in connection with a 
statement of the matters which are to be pre- 
sented by him tomorrow at the regular 
monthly meeting of the board of directors. 
He ‘said in regard to the lost money: 

‘* Expert accountants are far enough along 
with their work for me to assure the directors 
that any future disclosure of miscarriage of 
funds probably will refer to moneys which the 


society might have received, but which never . 


came into its treasury, with which its books 
do not deal, and which never have been shown 
or claimed to be assets. 


Expose Will Be Thorough. 


“That there have been cases of this kind 
he has substantiatial proof, but what the 
amounts are, or where the money went, I 
cannot say at the present time, although I 
believe my chartered accountants will soon 
ascertain everything.”’ 

From the wording of Mr. Morton's state- 
ment, itis suggested that the matter to which 
he refere may be a fit subject for inveatiga- 
tion by the district attorney's office,

President of Road Takes Pen in Hand 

; te Declare That His Company Prof- 

 ftea Net One Whit from Oil Carried 
Through Standard Oil Pipe Lines, 
and Explains Why Hates from 
Kanens Fields to Kansas City and 
St. Louis Were Advanced.

| Kansas City, Mo., Sept, 26.—[Special.]— 
. P. Ripley, president of the Santa Fé rail- 
road, in a letter to W. A. Calderhead, Marys- 
ville, Kas., denies emphatically the charge 
made by Miss Ida Tarbell that the railroad 
gets from the Standard Oil company any 
revenue whatever on oll carried through the 
Standard pipe lines. He declares her state- 
ment to be “ absurd’ and " faise,"’ and that 
she “is a writer of sensational fiction.” The 
letter foNows: 

“The Hon. W. A. Calderhead, Marysville, 
Kas.—Dear Sir: It gives me great pleasure 
to have the opportunity of giving you all the 
facts in connection with the onslaught made 
py Misa Ida M. Tarbell on the Santa Fé sys- 

em. 

“Miss Tarbell is a writer of sensational 
fiction, go far as the Santa Fé company is 
concerned, 

“"Dhe| railway company advanced the 
weight of crude oil in May, 1902, from 6.4 
pounds to 7.4 pounds per gallon, while mak- 
ing no change in the weight of refined oil. 
The plain and simple reason is that crude 
oil weighs 7.4 pounds per galion, while re- 
fined ofl weighs 6.4 pounds. 

‘“Tf the Standard Oil company: had any- 
thing to do with this change in weight I do 
not know it. We acted as we always act, 
and as we would act again under similar oir- 
cumstances, and it is characteristic of Miss 
Tarbell’s methods and genera! attitude that 
this mast obvious and neceseary reason for 
ae: change seems never to have occurred to 


Tells Why Rate Was Advanced. 


“Miss Tarbell’s second charge is that in ‘ 


August, 1904, the rates on crude ofl and all its 
products were raised from 10 cents per 100 

ounds to 17 cents. This'statement is cor- 

ct. But so far as the Santa Fé railway 
company is concerned, it has little or no 
bearing. The facts are that there existe, 
by custom, a fixed difference between the rate 
from Kansas oi] fiel@s to Kansas City and the 
rate to St. Louls of 7 cents per 100 pounds. 
It was thought desirable by the linés reach- 
ing St. Louis to advance the rate from Kan- 
sas oll flelds to that point to 22 cents, and the 
Kansas City rate naturally advanced with it. 

“ So. far as the Santa Fé is concerned, and 
I believe so far as the other roads/also were 
concerned, the advance was consented to for 
the simple reagon that no oll was being car- . 
ried to the Missouri river by rail, and it made 
no difference whatever what rate was quoted, 
because the pipe line, which had been built, 
was considered to be an institution with 
which the roads could not compete. 


Calls Miss Tarbell’s Charge “Absurd.” 
“ The implied charge made by Miss Tarbell 
that the Santa Fé company gets from the 
Standard Oil company any revenue whatever 
on oll carried through the latter company’s 


pipe line is absurd. She goes on to inti-' 


mate that because of the past history in 
Pennsylvania it is probably true. The fact 
is that it Is absolutely falee, of course. 

“Misa Tarbell further charges that the 
‘Standard Oll crowd’ was at that time in- 
terested in the Santa Fé road. It is proba- 
bly true that at that time some of the 
Standard Oj] people were stockholders, but 
this fact: was not known to those who had 
charge of making the rates. 


Champions Paul Morton. 


“Miss Tarbell’s reflections upon Mr. Paul 
Morton, formerly vice president of this com- 
pany, are on a par with hef other statements 
and conclusions. Mr. Morton was not con- 
nected with the company at the time the 
rates were advanced, and he had nothing to 
do with the advance of weightsand probably 
was not cognigant of it.

All Points+to Foul Play. 

This belief is supported by the fact that 
but little of the correspondence which had 
accumulated during the attorney’s. absence 
yesterday had been touched. A letter lay on 
his desk which apparently had been finished 
just before he went to a telephone booth 
and made an appointment with a man in 
Springfield. There was no money in his 
pockets, although he was known to be well 
supplied with funds at Alpha last evening. 

The attending physicians say that the 
wound is farther to the rear of the head 
than would naturally be the case if he had 
shot himself.

I am a mere drop in the bucket in the coal 
situation as compared with the great trans- 
portation companies, which today absolutely 
control the production and price of anthra- 
cite. If the Reading company agreed to ad- 
vance 25 per cent in the scale of wages, which 
is an unbelievable thing, I would be obliged to 
pay my men that figure, and would do it with- 
out hesitation until I found it absolutely un- 
profitable."’ 


Never Will Recognize Union. 
“The great coal roads will dictate the an- 


swer of the mineworkers’ association, but: 


you ought to understand that these big cor- 
porations are much less friendly to the union 
than are the individual operators. At the 
same time, I can tell you the lessee of almost 
every individual mine in Pennsylvania today 
is opposed to recognition of the union and 
will fight this proposition which has been 
advanced. by President Mitchell,’’ 

“* Why is that?” I asked. 

“Simply because we have had a taste 
of freedom in the management of our own 
business and I can assure you that the mine 
operators in the anthracite region will shut 
up their mines for months on a lockout rather 
than submit te the dictation which made 
their lives miserable prior te the strike of 
1902. 

“I never managed my own mine at that 
time. If I tried to discharge a man for 

runkenness or general worthlessness, I in- 

ran across a strike committee, and 
I alwa sok the man back upon its demand 
rather than invite a cessation of work in 
the colifery, which meant a good deal more 
to me than the payment of an incompetent 
employé. 

“* Since the strike of 1902, which was set- 
tled by President Roosevelt, as I have said, 
on the basis of increased cost to the con- 
sumer, we have refused to recognize the 
union. We will tréat with our own men at 
any time and will receive a deputation from 
them, but we will not receive any delega- 
tion from other mines or from any organ- 
ization outside our own colliery. 


instituted, would affect either directly or in- 
directly in the neighborhood of 300,000 rail- 
road employés in the United States. These 
figures. include the membership claimed by 
the four leading brotherhoods and the as- 
sociated organizations. 

Heading the list,. in point of numbers, 
stands the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men with 86,000 members. The firemen 
claim 60,000 thembers, ‘the locomotive engi- 
neers have 83,000, and the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors is asserted to have 30,000. 
In addition the switchmen claim to control 
12,000 employés, with the balance to be 
made up of trackmen and various other 
branches of the organized railway service. 

The present hours of work on thé rail- 
roads range from ten to fourteen, but in no 
case are they fixed. This is due to the na- 

ture of the employment. The brotherhoods, 
it.is said, haye no intention of appealing for 
a limited workday. They have planned 
rather to seek a general reduction which 
shall be proportionate in all branches of the 
railroad service. 


Typothete Victory Claimed. 

Fuel was added to the strike of printers 
in book and job offices by two moves 
of the Chicago Typothete. In a circu- 
lar sent to 30,000 printing houses in the 
United States the typothete claimed practi- 
cally to have won the fight againsat the eight 
hour day in their shops and gave figures to 


substentiate the claim. The typothete also 


begab to enter into long term contracts with 
nonunion compositors on the “open shop’’ 
basis. 

The circular states that sixty firms now 
have strikes on their hands or are running 
nonunion plants. In these places 529 men 
are said to be employed as compared with a 
normal force of 685. Continuing the circular 
says:
